In the opening section of' "The 
God of Ciration" the audience 
tak<-s a trip to the stars by 
means of s'olar photographs 
taken through the Riant 100-inch 
telescope of Mt. Wilson Observa­ 
tory in Southern California, and 
views complex gyrations of our 
own solar system.

Lapse-1 ime photography Is uti­ 
lized to demonstrate the beauties 
of natural science. The illusion 
of flower buds developing into 
full-blown blossoms in a few sec­ 
onds is created through this 
time-compressing photo tech­ 
nique. The metamorphosis of a 
caterpillar; through the various 
stages from worm to butterfly, 
and pollination of flowers are 
seen on the screen in full color.

Believed to be the first of 
their .kind are the natural-color 
pictures of photosynthesis, thj 
mysterious food - manufacturini 
process resulting fiom the action 
of sunlight on Rrrm«! leaves.

Through photomicrography 
the audience peers into the mi­ 
croscopic world of a drop of 
water and observes the complexi­ 
ty, of tiny organisms, enlarged 
more than a million times.

The jurors have been investi­ 
gating allegations filed by Attor­ 
ney Gladys Moot that girls hold 
at the hall had been abused and 
subjected to doping.
